You appealed on behalf of Aron M. Kay from the action of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation on his request for access 
to records pertaining to himself maintained in its Los Angeles 
Field Office. 

As a result of discussions between Bureau personnel and 
members of my staff, a supplemental release of records either 
has been or will soon be made to you directly by the F.B.I. 

In light of this fact and after careful consideration of your 
appeal, I have decided to affirm the modified action in this 
case . 


Mr. Kay is the subject of one Los Angeles Field Office main 
file — Security Matter — from which the Field Office 
processed only those documents not previously reported to 
Bureau Headquarters. Mr. Kay is also alluded to briefly in 
two files, the subjects of which are other individuals or 
organizations. In these latter instances, Mr. Kay was 
furnished only those portions of the files which pertain to 
him. 

Two pages of the materials pertaining to Mr. Kay are 
classified and I am affirming the denial of access to them on 
the basis of 5 U.S.C. 552(b) (1). These materials have been 
referred to the Department Review Committee for review and 
determination whether they warrant continued classification 
under Executive Order 12065. You will be notified if the 
Committee's final decision results in the declassification of 
any information. Other materials were properly withheld from 
him pursuant to 5 U.S.C. 552(b) (7) (C) and (7) (D) . These 
pertain to investigatory records compiled for law enforcement 
purposes, the release of which would, respectively, constitute 
an unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy of third parties 
by revealing an investigative interest in them on the part of 
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the F.B.I. and disclose the identities of confidential sources. 
Names of law enforcement and other government personnel were 
also excised on the basis of 5 U.S.C. 552(b) (7) (C) . None of 
the material being withheld is appropriate for discretionary 
release. 

Please be advised that a review of the Bureau's 
Electronic Surveillance Index disclosed no reference to 
Mr. Kay. The documents pertaining to Mr. Kay, including the 
materials withheld from release, contain no references to the 
"pie- throwing" incident mentioned in your letter of May 12, 
1978, nor do they contain evidence of any visits by the Field 
Office to Mr. Kay's parents or friends. 

Judicial review of my action on this appeal is available 
to your client in the United States District Court for the 
judicial district in which he resides or has his principal 
place of business, or in the District of Columbia, or in the 
Central District of California, which is where the records 
he seeks are located.

Bureau records concerning Mr. Kay which are maintained in 
both his name and the name of the Youth International Party 
were processed pursuant to this request. 

As a result of your appeal, the Bureau will now re- 
lease additional information. The symbols and file numbers 
assigned to Bureau sources, the names of federal and local 
government employees , and personal information about third 
parties which has no apparent connection with Mr. Kay will 
continue to be withheld. 5 U.S.C. 552(b) (2) and (7) (C) . 
Classified information, identities of confidential sources 
and the description of an investigative technique will also 
continue to be withheld. 5 U.S.C. 552(b) (1) , (7) (D) and 

(7) (E) . The classified information has been reviewed by the 
Department Review Committee in accordance with 28 C.F.R. 16.10 
and found to warrant continued classification under Executive 
Order 11652. 

There are no reasonably segregable, nonexempt portions 
of the withheld information that can be released and no dis- 
cretionary release is appropriate. 

I want to advise you that Mr. Kay's "rap sheet" does 
not appear in the records that have been processed pursuant 
to his request. He may, however, obtain that document, if 
it exists, by following the procedures set forth in the en- 
closure. I also want to advise you that the Bureau records 
which have been processed do not contain any references to 
"pieing escapades".

PART 15 — PRODUCTION OR DISCLOSURE 
OF MATERIAL OR INFORMATION 

Subpart C — Production of FBI Identifica- 
tion Records in Response to Written Re- 
quests by Subjects Thereof 

By order dated September 24, 1973 , the 
Attorney General of the United States 
directed that the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, hereinafter referred to as the 
FBI, publish rules for the dissemination 
of arrest and conviction records to the 
subjects of such records upon request. 
This order resulted from a determination 
that 28 U.S.C. 534 does not prohibit the 
subjects of arrest and conviction records 
from having access to those records. In 
accordance with the Attorney General’s 
order, the FBI will release to the sub- 
jects of identification records copies of 
such records upon submission of a writ- 
ten request, satisfactory proof of identity 
of the person whose identifica’tion record 
is requested and a processing fee of five 
dollars. 

Since the FBI Identification Division 
is not the source of the data appearing 
in identification records, and obtains all 
data thereon from fingerprint cards or 
related identification forms submitted to 
the FBI by local, state, and Federal agen- 
cies, the responsibility for authentication 
and correction of such data rests upon 
the contributing agencies. Therefore, the 
rules set forth for changing, correcting 
or updating such data require that the 
subject of an identification record make 
application to the original contributing 
agency in order to correct the deficiency 
complained of. 

The relevant provisions of the Admin- 
istrative Procedure Act (5 U.S.C. 553) 
requiring notice of proposed rule mak- 
ing, opportunity for public participation 
and delay in effective date are inappli- 
cable because the material contained 
herein relates to the interpretation of 
28 U.S.C. 534 as allowing the granting of 
an exemption to subjects of identifica- 
tion records and relief of prior adminis- 
trative restrictions on dissemination of 
such records to them. Furthermore, it is 
deemed in the public interest that there 
be no delay in effective date of avail- 
ability of identification records to the 
subjects thereof. 

By virtue of the order of the Attorney 
General, dated September 24, 1973, and 
pursuant to the authority delegated to 
the Director, FBI by 28 CFR 0.85(b), 
Part 16 of 28 CFR Chapter I, is amended 
by adding the following new Subpart C: 

§ 16.30 Purpose anti scope. 

This subpart contains the regulations 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
hereafter referred to as the FBI, con- 
cerning procedures to be followed when 
the subject of an identification record 
requests production thereof. It also con- 
tains the procedures for obtaining any 
change, correction or updating of such 
record. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 


§16.31 Defmiuon of identification 
record. 

An FBI identification record, often 
referred to as a “rap sheet/’ is a listing 
of fingerprints submitted to and retained 
by the FBI in connection with arrests 
and, in certain instances, fingerprints 
submitted in connection with employ- 
ment, naturalization or military service. 
The identification record includes the 
name of the agency or institution which 
submitted the fingerprints to the FBI. If 
the fingerprints submitted to the FBI 
concern a criminal offense, the identifi- 
cation record includes the date arrested 
or received, arrest charge information 
and disposition data concerning the ar- 
rest if known, to the FBI. All such data 
included in an identification record are 
obtained from the contributing local, 
State and Federal agencies. The FBI 
Identification Division is not the source 
of such data reflected on an identifica- 
tion record. 

§ 16*32 Procedure lo obtain an identifi- 
cation record. 

The subject of an identification record 
may obtain a copy thereof by submitting 
a written request via the United States 
mails directly to the FBI, Identification- 
Division, Washington, D.C. 20537, or may 
present his written request in person dur- 
ing regular business hours to the FBI 
Identification Division, 

Washington, D.C. Such re- 
quest must be accompanied by satisfac- 
tory proof of identity, which shall con- 
sist of name, date and place of birth 
and a set of rolled -inked fingerprint im- 
pressions taken upon fingerprint cards or 
forms commonly utilized for applicant or 
law enforcement purposes by law en- 
forcement agencies. 

§ 16.33 Fee for provision of identifica- 
tion record. 

Each written request for production of 
an identification record must be accom- 
panied by a fee of five dollars ($5.00) 
in the form of a certified check or money 
order, payable to the Treasurer of the 
United States. This fee is established pur- 
suant to the provisions of 31 U.S.C. 483a 
and is based upon the clerical time be- 
yond the first quarter hour to be spent 
in searching, identifying and reproducing 
each identification record requested, at 
the rate of $1.25 per quarter hour, as 
specified in § 16.9. Any request for waiver 
of fee shall accompany the original re- 
quest for the identification record and 
shall include a claim and proof of in- 
digency. Consideration will be given to 
waiving the fee in stich cases. 

§ 16.34 Procedure to obtain change, 
correction or updating of identifica- 
tion records. 

If, after reviewing his identification 
record, the subject thereof believes that 
it is incorrect or incomplete in any re- 
spect and wishes changes, correction or 
updating of the alleged deficiency, he 


must make application directly to the 
contributor of the questioned informa- 
tion. Upon the receipt of an official com- 
munication directly from the agency 
which contributed the original informa- 
tion the FBI Identification Division will 
make any changes necessary in accord- 
ance with the information supplied by 
the agency.

You appealed on behalf of Mr. Aaron Morton Kay from 
the partial denial by Mr. Allen H. McCreight of Mr. Kay's 
request for access to Bureau records pertaining to himself. 
Bureau records concerning Mr. Kay which are maintained in 
both his name and the name of the Youth International Party 
were processed pursuant to this request. 

As a result of your appeal, the Bureau will now re- 
lease additional information. The symbols and file numbers 
assigned to Bureau sources, the names of federal and local 
government employees, and personal information about third 
parties which has no apparent connection .with Mr. Kay will 
continue to be withheld. 5 U.S.C. 552(b) (2) and (7) (C) . 
Classified information, identities of confidential sources 
and the description of an investigative technique will also 
continue to be withheld. 5 U.S.C. 552(b) (1), (7) (D) and 

(7) (E) . The classified inform? tion has been reviewed by the 
Department Review Committee in accordance with 28 C.F.R. 16.10 
and found to warrant continued classification under Executive 
Order 11652. 

There are no reasonably segregable, nonexempt portions 
of the withheld information that can be released and no dis- 
cretionary release is appropriate. 

I want to advise you that Mr. Kay's "rap sheet" does 
not appear in the records that have been processed pursuant 
to his request.

This is in further response to your appeal on behalf of 
Aron M. Kay from the action of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation on his request for access to records pertaining to 
himself maintained in its Los Angeles Field Office. 

As a result of discussions between Bureau personnel and 
members of my staff, the Bureau has agreed to declassify 
portions of one two-page document which was initially with- 
held. A supplemental release of those pages is enclosed. 
After careful consideration of your appeal, I have otherwise 
decided to affirm the action in this case. Certain of the 
materials pertaining to Mr. Kay are classified and I am 
affirming the denial of access to them on the basis of 
5 U.S.C. 552(b) (1). The Department Review Committee has 
determined that these materials warrant continued classifi- 
cation under Executive Order 12065. Other materials were 
properly withheld pursuant to 5 U.S.C. 552(b) (7) (C) and 
(7) (D) . These pertain to investigatory records compiled for 
law enforcement purposes, the release of which would, respec- 
tively, constitute an unwarranted invasion of the personal 
privacy of a third party and disclose the identity of a 
confidential source. Only the name of one Bureau agent was 
excised on the basis of 5 U.S.C. 552(b) (7) (C) . None of the 
material being withheld is appropriate for discretionary 
release . 

Judicial review of my action on this appeal is available 
to Mr. Kay in the United States District Court for the 
judicial district in which he resides or has his principal 
place of business, or in the District of Columbia, or in the 
Central District of California, which is where the records 
sought are located.
